National Memorial 

With the .death of C. S. Noble, Alberta loses the 
one man who above all others led the way to more 
productive farming methods under Alberta weather 
and soil conditions. This is not hearsay evidence with 
us. We watched his trials tmd error* develop from 
year to year. Thirty years ago his big farm east of 
Nobleford — the village that bears hi* name — was 
an international attraction. Hundreds of rarmers and 
agricultural scientists- visited the place. They wanted 
to find out how he produced thirty bushels of wheat 
to the acre while neighboring farms were producing 
only fifteen to twenty bushels of wheat to the acre 
. . . and he really was doing it, consistently, year 
after year. His farming methods soon set the pattern 
for all southern Alberta, and it was good that they 
did. He suffered serious financial losses in some of 
the bad years, but he was always able to outlast the 
storms that beset him. Implement firms placed their 
newest devices at his disposal for testing. When the 
combine harvester made its appearance he was one of 
the first to recognize what it could mean to the fanner. 
We visited his farm in a harvest season, probably 
about 1928, when Mr. Noble was operating five 16-foot 
Holt combines, one behind the other, on a two 
thousand acre ‘patch’ of wheat. Every mile those com¬ 
bines travelled they cut and threshed ten acres of 
wheat, and the crop that year was running between 40 
and 50 bushels to the acre. With our party that day 
was Nick Taitinger, many times a winner of World 
Champion Barley honors at Chicago. Nick and C. S. 
were kindred spirits. They lived not too far apart. Mr. 
Noble met problems and solved them. He could see 
that a summerfallow mulch was the thing required 
to hold the moisture in the soil from one season to 
the next. He first advocated fine cultivation, only to 
have the disastrouse winds come along and blow the 
top soil away. He knew his theory was right, for he 
had the late Dr. Fairfield and Mr. Palmer of the Leth¬ 
bridge Dominion Experimental Station to confer with 
him. By observation and deduction it was easy to con¬ 
clude that a mulch with vegetable fibre in it would 
withstand the high winds. Hence the Noble wide blade 
sub-surface cultivator. The stubble, the fibre, the 
trash, or what have you, remained in the top layer of 
the soil and defied the winds and held the moisture 
content of the soil from rapid “transpiration,” or 
evaporation. We knew a farmer at Clarftsholm, Ashley 
Shearer, who was quick to adopt the new farming 
methods and set up a similar example for his neighbors 
to follow. At first many of his neighbors seemed to 
think Shearer had better luck, or something, then one 
by one they copied his methods and found thmselves 
in the high production bracket. All this was but a 
reflection of C. S. Noble’s scientific pioneering. Noble 
would get the odd “bug” in his head, too. During a 
string of dry years in the twenties he got on a cer¬ 
tain typ»-of rye that could be seeded in the fall and

but the world market could not absorb too much rye 
grain. He grew a big crop of this rye in 1B20 and was 
retailing it out as $4.00 a . bushel to the distressed 
farmers. We were farming and losing money on a big 
scale that year and were beset by many economic pit- 
falls, but we did have twenty acres of common rye 
that threshed out in an exceptional grade. Farmers 
close to us oame aiffl begged for a few bushels at $3.00 
a bushel, so indirectly, Noble did us a good turn. But 
the rye scheme 3oon died out. Ed. Schnell should get 
a kick out of this, for when Noble first broke the sod 
on the five thousand acres he acquired he used a big 
Reeves steamer, pulling ten or twelve breaker bottom 
plows. Noble was one of the few big farmers that sur¬ 
vived the Reeves tractor experience. It not only broke 
up the land but it broke most of the farmers who got 
caught in the financial web. Very few people living 
outside the area could have a proper appreciation of 
tne volume of which his implement manufacturing 
business had attained. We are told that it gave steady 
employement to about one hundred and fifty men.
